WASHINGTON, Aug 4. — For 
four hours today the senate wran­ 
gled over the Gooding resolution 
proposing a broad investigation 
of the interest of senators, news­ 
papermen and others in the pass­ 
age or defeat of the pending tar­ 
iff bill, but action on it was post­ 
poned indefinitely. 
The resolution was reported un­ 
favorable by the committee on 
contingent expenses. 
Democrats 
urged 
immediate 
consideration 
but Senator 
Lodge, 
Republican 
leader asked that the committee 
report lie over for a day under the 
rules. 
Subsequfntly 
Senator 
Senator Spencer, Republican. Mis­ 
souri, who was presiding tempor­ 
arily, stated in answer to the in­ 
quiry that the measure had gone 
to the calendar. 
There it will re­ 
main until after the passage of the 
tariff bill unless sooner taken up 
by unanimous consent or by vote 
of the senate. 
Senator 
Caraway, 
Democrat, 
Arkansas, who offered the orig­ 
inal resolution proposing an inves­ 
tigation o the financial interests 
if any of the Senators in the tar- 
if schedules, told the senate that 
he realized the investigation was 
“dead.” 
A charge by Senator Gooding 
that Frank A. Munsey, owner of 
the New York Herald was oppos­

(By The Associated Press) 
BADDECK, N. S., Aug. 4 — All 
the villagers of Baddeok trudged 
to the 
peak of 
Beinn 
Breagh 
mountain this evening and stood 
in reverence at sunset while the 
body of Dr. Alexander Graham 
Bell was laid tenderly to rest af­ 
ter a life of 75 years in which he 
gave to the world the telephone 
and other inventions. 
Over his tomb blasted from a 
rock that looked down 
on 
all 
Eastern Nova 
Scotia 
and 
the 
beautiful Bras D’Or Lakes, stood 
the watch tower built years ago b* 
the inventor. 
Below 
were 
the 
quiet woodland and serene lakes 
on whose waters Dr. Bell experi­ 
mented with speed boats and fast 
water sleds. 
The lakes were still and all the 
craft that sail upon their waters 
stood motionless 
at 
the 
final 
hour. 
In tile village every shop 
and store 
was closed 
and 
each 
home had sent Its occupants to 
the mohntain top. 
First there were short services 
at the hillside homestead, attend­ 
ed only by those who had been 
close to Dr. 
Bell. 
When 
these 
were ended bronzed workmen em ­ 
ployed on the estate, 
lifted 
to 
their shoulders the casket w'hleh 
had been built In Dr. Bell’s work­ 
shops out of rugged pine and car­ 
ried it to his coach which led the 
cortege up to the very highest tip 
of the mountain. 
There, his six foot frame Sil- 
houtted against the twilight sky, 
stood the village parson, the Rev. 
John 
Mackinnon 
of the Green­ 
wood Presbyterian church of Bad­ 
dock. 
Clustered about him down 
the slopes of the mountain were 
the Nova Scotians and a few who 
had come from the United States 
for the burial, one of 
them 
Dr. 
Bell's sister-in-law, a resident of 
Washington. 
Recite Favorites of Bell. 
Friends of the inventor recited 
one of his favorites— Longfellow's 
“ Psalm of Life.’* 
“Tell me not hi mournful num­ 
bers, 
* Life is but an empty dream.’* 
Then the ninetieth psalm— 
“ The days of, our 
years 
are 
three score and ten; and if by 
reason of strength they be four 
score years, yet is their strength 
labor and sorrow; for it is soon 
cut off and we fly away.” 
And finally the first stanza of 
the Requiem 
of 
Robert 
Louis 
Stevenson: 
"Under the wide 
and 
starry 
sky 
Dig the grave and let me lie, 
Gladly lived and gladly die 
And I laid 
me 
down 
with a 
will.” 
Then as the day departed and 
the night carne on the body was 
entombed in the rock.

LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 4.— With 
only 81 
precincts to

night had a lead over Brecken­ 
ridge Long of 5.700 votes in the 
race for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination.

At the time the agreement was 
reached, acting Governor Sterl­ 
ing was on his way to Chicago to

Cochran Bailed from New York 
on the liner Rotterdam, July 31 
of last year. 
On landing in France she went 
immediately to Paris where she 
reported to Red Cross headquar­ 
ters, 
After ft week in Paris she 
was assigned to Czeeho Slovakia 
and left immediately for Prague, 
the Capital of that republic. A ft­ 
er two weeks of visiting the Rod 
Cross dispensaries there, the local 
woman lo't for 
Dvur 
Rralovo. 
where she spent 
many 
months 
helping the stricken people learn 
the methods of public health and 
child welfare. 
The name of thin 
city moans, "Court of the Queen." 
It is of about the same population 
as Jacksonville and is a textile 
city. 
The great majority of the 
population are employed in these 
mills. 
To 
American 
workmen 
the 
wages 
of 
the Czech w ork­ 
man would seem ludicrous. 
An 
unskilled man receives about $12 
a month, and skilled workman 
about $20. 
Housing Situation Bud 
In all of the seven countries that 
Miss Cochran visited the situation 
in regard to housing was bad. In 
Czeeho Slovakia it was extremely 
bad. 
In fact the situation was sc 
acute that some 
families 
were 
without any shelter at all. There­ 
fore the government allowed each 
family so many rooms, if they had 
more than the allotted number 
they werP compelled to share their 
spare rooms with others, But this 
bad phase of the affair is now 
passed and the people are on the 
road to normalcy. 
The local woman noted the flue 
disposition showed by tho Czech* 
towards 
Americans. 
The 
Red 
Cross workers were always given 
the bord* that the people had to 
offer ana there was no feeling 
of skepticism toward 
the 
new 
ideas ushered in by the Ameri­ 
cans. 
Some of the ideas of the 
Czechs certainly needed changing* 
too, everyone slept with closed 
windows and even the local doc 
tor warned his patients to hewn re 
of the nfght air. 
Both these old 
habits, and the fact of many peo­ 
ple living In sud) Unpited space 
made the Red Cross workers tank 
hafd. 
People 
with 
contagious 
diseases were living in the same 
room with well 
persons. 
This 
was hard to remedy as there was 
no other place to move the sick 
except the Red Cross dispensary, 
and it was Inadequate to hold the 
very large numbers of those su f­ 
fering from the severe disease*. 
The Church of Scotland (P r es­ 
byterian), and the Southern Meth­ 
odist church are maintaining m is­ 
sionaries in Czech© Slovakia and 
have many new followers. 
There 
Is 
a 
Congregational! 
church in Prague which Is attend-] 
ed by the Protestant Americans 
Of that city. 
Reel Cross Maintains Hehoola 
The Red Cross is maintaining a 
school in Prague for the training 
Of native social workers and nurs­ 
es. 
As soon as these are profici­ 
ent in their work they are sent to 
their home communities and take* 
charge of' the focal dispensaries, 
allowing the Americans to trans­ 
fer their work elsewhere. 
In May when Miss Cochran had 
concluded her -work and received 
her discharge she toured several 
other countries. 
In Austria she 
noted the change from the friend­ 
ly demeanor shown by the Czechs. 
The* Austrians adorned to b# in a 
bad position as their currency is 
worth next to nothing, 
In Hun­ 
gary the people are very unhappy 
about losing som e of their north­ 
ern provinces to the Czochs, and 
say that some day they will have 
them back.
